5, Provost Marshal General Crowder 
ruled. 
The 200,100 boys entraining for can­ 
tonments on that date will be alloxved 
to take very little. 
Trunks are abso­ 
lutely barred. Suit cases and handbags 
will be frowned upon. 
The 
war departm ent prefers that 
each man bring only necessary toilet 
articles aud one change of linen and 
underclothing, done up in a neat small 
bundle. 
This is because strict attention will 
he given the military appearance of 
the boys from the moment they report 
at headquarters of their local boards. 
The department 
w ishes 
it 
under­ 
stood, however, that it is as necessary 
that the boys bring the articles men­ 
tioned as it is that they bring nothing 
more. 
Members of each man’s local board 
will inspect his kit just before he en­ 
trains, rejecting everything that has no 
place therein and returning the surplus 
articles to his relatives. 
“T hese m en,” said a draft official, 
“are not going on a vacation trip. 
They ure going to study the business 
of war. 
They xvill be supplied xvith 
ail the necessary clothing and equip­ 
ment when they get to camp.” 
According to the regulations, any 
man can take a toothbrush, a piece of 
soap, a collapsible drinking cup, a to\y- 
el, a few handkerchiefs, an extra shirt 
and collar, a suit of underwear and a 
pair of socks.

Protection of Deer Urged to Increase 
Supply of Meat. 
W hile fifteen states will have no big 
gam e hunting this year because deer 
have been exterm inated or because the 
stock has been so reduced that the sea­ 
son is closed, there are thirty-three oth­ 
er states, 
according to 
the United 
States 
departm ent 
of 
agriculture, 
which w ill have an open season. 
This season ranges from four days in 
New Jersey and six days in M assachu­ 
setts and Vermont to tw o months or 
more in som e o f the southern states. 
These seasons open in August in Ore­ 
gon and In m ost parts of California; in 


W ill Take Advantage of Extraordinary 
Opportunity In France. 
Announcem ent is made by the Ameri­ 
can lied Cross that its xvar council has 
appropriated $100,000 for medical re­ 
search work in France. 
T his action 
follow s a report from Major Grayson 
M. P. Murphy, Red Cross com m ission­ 
er to Europe, who cabled from Paris 
to the national headquarters at W ash­ 
ington: 
“An extraordinary opportunity pre­ 
sents itself here for medical research 
work. 
We have serving xvith various 
American units some of the ablest doc­ 
tors and surgeons in the United States. 
Many of these men are conducting 
courses of investigation which, if car­ 
ried to successful conclusions, will re­ 
sult in the discovery of treatm ents and 
m ethods of operation which w ill be of 
great use not only in this war but pos­ 
sibly for years afterward. To carry on 
their work they need certain special 
laboratory equipment, suitable build­ 
ings and anim als for experim ental pur­ 
poses. 
At present equipm ent and per­ 
sonnel cannot be obtained through or­ 
dinary governm ent sources w ithout de­ 
lay, which makes this source o f supply 
quite im practicable.”
